LOS ANGELES -(/I1)— Anti-aircraft

This was based on the fact 
that the object required 30 minutes 
to travel some 20 to 25 miles—far 
slower than an airplane.

large Japanese transports, part of a 
concentration possibly massing for an 
expected direct invasion on Java, have 
been .sunk by Allied bomber planes

southwest Celebes, within 400 miles 
of Java's eastern lip, the Dutch Indies 
command reported Wednesday. 


At the same time Japanese planes 


concentrated their attacks on this for- 
tified island airdrome—the sixth day in 
succession that (he Japanese have fol-> 
lowed the pattern of softening Allied 
air defenses before they launch full- 
scale invasion attempt. 


Allied planes raided airdromes near 


Palembang, Japanese city in south- 
ern Sumatra and set three enemy 
planes afire, it was announced. 


• Japanese fliers continued reconan- 
isance operations and raids on defense 
airports, obviously in preparation for 
attacks which the Dutch expect soon 
against both ends of Java and pro- 
bably from the north also. 


Sixteen planes in formation which 


raided the harbor of Tandjongprick 
and the harbor of Batavia were brok- 
en up, a communique said and losses 
were reported small. 


"Nearly., all bombs were dropped in

Norwegian Ship 
Torpedoed,Sunk 


Six Survivors Ar- 
rived at Baltimore 
Over Week-End 


BALTIMORE—tfP)—Six men, the on- 


ly known survivors of the torpedoed 
Norwegian freight blink, whose sink- 
ing was announced by the Navy de- 
partment, Wednesday told of their 
66 hours of fighting for life in a 
swamped lifeboat in shark-infested 
seas. 


The 2,070 ton freighter was torpedo- 


ed without warning with probable loss 
of 24 lives. The chief engineer and 
firemen of the ship are believed to 
have been killed when two torpedoes 
exploded in the engine room. 


Two other survivors on a life raft, 


watched 17 other crewmales go mad 
of thirst and exposure; their bodies 
thrown or washed overboard. 


The six men were brought to Bal- 


timore on an unidentified boat last 
week.

Red Cross Knitting System Is 
Explained by Chief of Textiles Branch 


In response lo numerous inquiries, 


R. K. Gulhrie, chief of the Textiles, 
Clothing and Leather Goods Branch, 
explained Wednesday the official posi- 
tion of the War Production Board on 
the question of women knitting sweat- 
ers for soldiers and sailors. 


"The War Production Board," said 


Mr. Guthrle, "does want women lo 
knit sweaters where absolutely need- 
ed by the Armed Forces and whore 
the commanding officers auk for the 
supplies. 


"It is our opinion that the average 


soldier nnd sailor is adequately cloth- 
ed by the government and doesn't 
need additional clothing. 
However 


there are exceptions. Our boys in 
Iceland are such an exception. They 
can make good 
use of addition.-! 


clothing. The same may bo true o 
.soldiers sent into the field on lonj, 
campaigns. 


"On the whole, we don't want a 


broad wave of knitting that will con- 
sume millions of pounds of wool thu 
is needed for more essential purposes 


"This is the system we have se 


up with the Red Cross. When a com-

desire:< such 
ad- 


ditional clothing as sweaters, he wil 
apply to the Red Cross, the Rec 
Cross will then arrange for the sweat- 
ers to be knitted. 


"In this way, every sweater knit- 


ted will serve a good purpose anc 
there will be no waste of material, to 
say nothing of the labor of some 
patriotic woman. We welcome the co- 
operation of women in knitting foi 
the Armed Forces the things they 
need, after the commanding officer* 
have informed the Red Cross of these 
needs."

Dramatic Art in New York. In the 
next few years she whisked through 
several seasons in a Chicago stock 
company, marriage, motherhood of a 
daughter and divorce. 


Then when she sought a radio job 


in Chicago nobody would hire her. 
That high class accent she had worked 
so hard to learn at drama school was 
too "society lady" for the middle west. 
So she went to vtork in a ten cent 
store to learn midwest-ese. After she 
had mastered it she tried out for a 
program whose sponsor virtually turn- 
ed her down because 
he 
wanted 


"somebody 
who could talk like a 


lady." Bess Johnson laughed, turned 
on the old technique and got the job. 
For eight years she was the famous 
lowpitched voice on the Lady Esther 
program. 


Eventually she moved into soap 


opera and now is the actress star and 
guiding spirit of the serial "The Story 
of Bess Johnson." The famous golden 
voice on which she worked so hard is 
known to millions—makes 'em laugh, 
makes 'em weep, soothes 'em when 
they are low. She is now the wife of 
Peter Fick, champion swimmer, with 
whom she runs a ranch at Peekskill, 
N. Y. 


Both Bess Johnson and Bess Flynn 


think soap opera is headed for change 
—more humor and less melodrama. 
"The war is largely responsible," they 
say. "Programs now have to be moile 
adult, witty and humorous. Big doses 
of laughter."

Defense Stamps. 4-H Club boys and 
girls over the county are asked to 
cooperate in this campaign assisting 
the Home Demonstration Club or- 
ganizations.

Let- 
ters hiive been mailed out to in- 
dividuals who sent in cards to the 
War Board stating they had scrap 
on hand. The materials to be sold in- 
clude old iron, aluminum, brass, cpo- 
pcr, lead, rubber, news paper, mag- 
azines and card board. Each type of 
material is to be bundled and kept to- 
gether as (1) Flatten out nil cardboard 
cartons and boxes, lie them in neat 
bundles and keep them dry and clean 
(2) pile newspapers separately, fold 
(hem flat, and tie them in separate 
bundles, (3) keep rags, mclul, and 
rubber separately in big cartoons or 
bags if possible.

Stumpage Price 


Farmers Have 
Chance to Derive 
New Income 


Good slunipago prices for form tim- 


ber emphasize the need to "crop" 
rather thnn "mine" farm forests, re- 
ports Oliver L, Aciams, county agent. 


Stumpage prices for timber should 


be good in 1942. The National Defense 
progra mis including and involving 
the farm timber acres with their re- 
spective forest products, according 
to Frederick J. Shullcp of the Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College ot Agri- 
culture. Under these conditions, over- 
mature trees, as well as wolC and de- 
formed trees, hnvc a ready market. 
Furthermore, such cuttings improve 
the remaining stand.

pointed out that mature trees, which 
can be sold now at fnvorablc prices, 
.should 
tench farmers to npprccinto 


their growing timber stock more and 
look upon timer as n crop, such as 
corn or cotton. 


The growing importance of wood 


in oiir national economy and the great 
demand for limber products during 
the war re-emphasize most strongly 
the need to protect farm timberland 
from forest fires, Shulley said. 


Along with the selling of merchnnt- 


nble or 
over-mature 
trees, 
there 


should be u word at caution not to 
overcul a stimd, the forester said. 
This upsets a good sustained yicld- 
rnantigomcnt program, which is the 
goal ot every timber owner, and cor- 
responds to selling too many of the 
foundation stock in a herd of cattle 
after years of development.

Cotton Protection 
Includes Weevils, 
Insects 


Under 
the new cotton crop in- 


surance program Hempstead county 
farmers can insure their 1942 yield 
aghinst loss from all 
unavoidable 


causes, including boll weevils and 
other insects, flood, drouth, wind, hail, 
plant disease, storm and such others as 
may be designated by the Federal 
Crop Ins.urance Corporation, accord- 
ing to E. N. Martindale, chairman of 
the County AAA committee. 


"Cotton crop insurance is a business- 


like program," he declared. 
"It is 


designed to protect the cotton produc- 
!er 
from loss due 
to unavoidable 


causes. It does not offer insurance 
against laziness, however, and will not 
cover losses due to negligence, im- 
proper cultivation and so forth."

They are paid 
by signing a commodity note calling 
for payment either in cotton or the 
cash equivalent, or in deductions from 
loss payments, if any, or from the 
first Federal farm payment. 


5. How will losses be repaid? When? 
Losses will be paid with certificates 


ot indemnity transfering to the pro- 
ducer ownership of enough cotton to 
make up the difference between his 
actual production, if any, and the 
amount for which his crop was in- 
sured. This certificate may be con- 
verted into cash by returning it to the 
FCIC and receiving a check in ex- 
change, or by turning it over to the 
Commodity Credit Corporation for a 
cotton loan on the amount of cotton 
represented by the certificate. 


In case of total crop loss the indem- 


nity will be paid as soon as the loss 
is established. In case of partial loss, 
the indemnity will be paid at the end 
of the season. 


6. How is crop insurance financed? 
The Federal Crop Insurance Corpor- 


ation has a capital stock of $100,000,000, 
but it is expected that over a period 
of years the program will be self- 
financing. That is, funds withdrawn 
from the capital stock to pay losses in 
ba dycars will be returned in good 
years when premiums paid in exceed

ers and business men in Hcmpstead 
county about the new insurance pro- 
gram: 


1. Where can I apply for cotton crop 


insurance? 


Cotton crop insurance policies are 


being written at the AAA office in 
the courthouse at Hope. 


2. How long a period does crop in- 


surance cover. 


Crop insurance must bu taken out 


before the cotton is planted or before 
March 16. It offers protection until 
the cotton is weighed in on the gin 
scales, provided this is not later than 
January 21, 1943. 


3. How much can I insure my crop 


for? 


A producer may insure his cotton 


crop for 50 per cent or 75 per cent, 
whichever he wishes, of the seven 
year average production of his farm, 
according to the protection he wishes 
and the size of the premium he pre- 
fers to pay. Insurance providing 100 
per cent coverage would not be prac- 
tical, because some producers would 
take advantage of the Crop Insur- 
ance Corporation and neglect their 
crop in order to collect an indemnity. 
With producer scarrying the first 25 
per cent risk there is still a big in- 
centive for producers to make a full 
crop. 


4. How are premiums calculated and 


how can they be paid? 


Just as yields are based on the 


average historical or Appraised pro- 
duction of the producer's farm for 
past years, the premium is based on 
the farm's average historical or ap- 


paid by the government and will not 
be added to premiums which are col- 
lected from any payment due the 
producers.
